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Mayor re-elected, village council seats decided

East Jordan mayor Russ Peck kept 
his job for what may be an historical 
year in city government. 

Peck won his seventh term, receiving 
397 votes to opponent Michael Burr's 
227. The mayor said he intends to sup- 
port the new city charter developed in 
the past year, as well as city develop- 
ment through the Downtown Develop- 
ment Authority.

Ward council member Ruth Gee, with 
149 votes over James Shivley. This will 
be Gee’s third term on the council. 

In the Second Ward, former council 
member Ron Klooster edged out first 
term incumbent Greg Chappuies with 
115 votes to 84. Klooster served two 
city council terms in the 1980s. 

With the retirement of Guy Vallance, 
First Ward voters had no incumbent to 
consider.

Dionne, 120 to 82, 

Voters decided to keep Howard 
Hosler as District 4 county board repre- 
sentative despite a strong campaign by 
former South Arm Township supervi- 
sor Harold Pletz. Hosler received 690 
votes to Pletz’s 493. Hosler was one of 
four incumbents who held on to their 
district seats. 

The issues 

@ With decisive numbers of 5,460 to 
2,374, county voters approved a .09 
mill increase on the previously approved 


.75 mill for support of Grandvue Medi- 
cal Care Facility. The increase was, in 
effect, an override of the required mill- 
age rollback for the years 1995 through 
1998, 

Eveline Township voters said no to 
a 2-mill one year levy for road con- 
struction and maintenance. The mill- 
age was defeated by only four votes, 
266 to 270. 

@ In Jordan Township, a similar 1- 
mil] road levy was also defeated, 113 to 
69. 


Bringing the lessons together

In one classroom, they were watch- 
ing the movie Born Free; in the gym, 
they were playing Predator-Prey; the 
science lab was devoted to making three- 
dimensional animals out of recycled 
materials; another classroom to map- 
ping out ecosystems by creating paper 
maché scenes of rain forest, dessert or 
Arctic landscape; and in the art room 
they were building homes — for worms. 

It was all part of an ecology work- 
shop presented for eighth-graders at 
East Jordan Middle School Nov. 4. 
Students spent the morning on their 
choice of sessions supervised by the 
class team teachers Bill Chase, Gayle 
Gotts, Kate Holley, Matt Inman, and 
Sharon MacJennett. 

Chase, while calmly handing out 
worms for the newly created “farms,” 
explained the purpose of the workshop 
was to give a hands-on experience in 
environmental science, supporting work 
the class has been doing over the past 
weeks. In his session, students created 
a hospitable environment for worms by 
mixing top soil, leaves, newspaper, 
water, and sphagnum moss ina covered 


plastic dish. Chase said a similar but 
much larger “compost pile” is brewing 
in the science lab for continued study, 
while the students took their individual 
worm farms home. 


MacJennett noted the workshop was 
actually just one part of an interdiscipli- 
nary unit the teachers planned and pre- 
sented as a team, weaving the environ- 
mental thread into their various lesson 
plans. The team has discovered work- 
shops to be an effective way to wrap up 
the unit. 

“The workshop activities also help 
develop thinking skills, team work, and 
decision making,” said MacJennett, 
adding, * And it gives the kids some 
social time, which they really need at 
this age.” 

The team plans about three or four 
interdisciplinary units each school year. 
MacJennett said the next one will be on 
the French/Indian War. 

For the students, the workshop was a 
good time, though they were probably 
learning whether they were aware of it 
or not. Eighth-grader Courtney 
Cordova, working on a sculpture of the 
Antarctic, summed it up saying, “It's 
interesting, and it’s fun.”

“I don’t believe in luck,” said author 
Anne Messerschmidt. “God was always 


here, or I would never have made it this 


” 


far. 

Speaking from her 73 years of a life 
checkered with dysfunctional relation- 
ships and a number of moves that took 
her around the country, to say Anne is 
strong in her spiritual beliefs would be 
a gross understatement. 

Yet, she is gentle and soft-spoken, 
radiating happiness. She attributes that 
happiness to her great faith and to fi- 
nally finding her niche in East Jordan. 

For the past 18 months, Anne has 
shared her feelings with Central Lake 
Torch and East Jordan Journal readers 
in the column A Word Fitly Spoken 
Now she has collected and published 
her essays in an attractive volume with 
the same name. 

Anne, who calls herself an exuberant 
Christian, said she was encouraged to 
collect the essays by many people who 
have read and enjoyed her column. It 
gave her a chance to print them intact as 
well; because of newspaper production 
needs, the columns are often edited to a 
shorter length than originally intended. 

Anne admits that noteveryone agrees

with the thoughts she expresses in her 
column. When someone verbalizes 
strong disagreement, she tells them she 
really wants to hear their feelings. 

“But I still explain,” she said with a 
steady smile, “that I go by the Word. I 
can’t please everyone, but I’m very 
comfortable with my beliefs.” 

Anne explained that her life changed 
when she “found salvation” 13 years 
ago while living in St. Ann, Ill. Aneigh- 
bor lady introduced her and Anne dis- 
covered what she had been searching 
for. 

“[ just wish I would have found it 
sooner,” she remarked. “I just couldn't

get enough of it. I’m still that way and 
I hope I never loose it.” 

Born in Kenmore, Ohio, a suburb of 
Akron, marriage took Anne to Chi- 
cago, and after World War I, Califor- 
nia. She worked as a psychiatric techni- 
cian in institutions for hospitalized 
emotionally disabled patients. Articu- 
late and intelligent, she speaks quietly 
of the horrors she saw, and the im- 
provements as the institutions devel- 
oped from macabre prisons to airy, com- 
fortable ranch-type dwellings. 

“It was tough training,” she admits. 

Her next move was to Nebraska — her 
husband had decided to return to his 
roots as a farmer. Their efforts failed, 
partly because Anne was acity girl with 
no training as a farmer’s wife. 

“We couldn’t kill or sell any of our 
animals,” she recalls. “They were all pets.” 

Her sense of humor does allow her to 
tell stories on herself that, though prob- 
ably decidedly unfunny at the time, 
become very amusing in retrospect. 

Forexample, the chickens. One spring 
her husband ordered hundreds of chicks, 
which were all delivered at one time. 
Through the helpful advise of neighbor 
ladies, Anne somehow managed to keep 
many of them alive to adulthood. But 
when they began laying eggs, serious 
trouble started. 


“They all started dying for no appar- 
ent reason,” she recounts. “And they 
were laying double and triple yolk eggs.” 

Her neighbor told Anne to kill them 
quick and she would help dress and 
freeze them. But Anne didn’t want to 
eat what she thought were hens with 
some strange and disgusting disease.

work begins with technical merit of the image expo- 
sure and print. When judging the subject, he wants to 
see something never seen before, whether the photo- 
graph exposes a new angle, or allows entry into a 
different world or situation.

In his very first exhibition, a young East Jordan 
photographer recently received the type of recogni- 
tion for which many professionals yearn. 

Will Ogden, 5, son of Karen Walker and Keith 
Ogden, was presented with a certificate and check for 
$300 for first place at the 1994 Juried Photography 
Show at the Virginia McCune Arts Center in Petoskey. 
The East Jordan kindergartner won the award for his 
series of three photographs of his mother. 

Will’s camera was a 25-cent garage sale find, a 
35mm Olympus with a broken shutter button. He 
named the photos in his prize-winning series, “My 
Momma is a Photographer,” “Momma in a Cem- 
etery,” and “Mother Thinking.”

mail to its destination 


The days of sorting mail primarily by 
hand are long gone in today’s modern 
postal service. State of the art letter 
scanning equipment, capable of read- 
ing eight addresses every second, or 
about 30,000 addresses an hour, is now 
in use in post offices throughout the 
country for rapid processing of letter 
mail. 

The Postal Service has been convert- 
ing from manual and machine labor to 
high technology scanners and bar code 
sorters to sort mail for maximum effi- 
clency. Mailers play an important part 
in this process by addressing mail so it 
is “readable” by these machines. 

Here arc a few simple guidelines for 
making mail machine readable: 

* Print or type addresses with black 
ink. Place the address horizontally in 
the approximate center of the envelope 
and keep each line of the address flush 
left. 

* Use capital and lower case letters. 
Omit periods, commas, and apostro- 
phes to separate the city, state and ZIP 
Codes, because optical scanners and 
bar code sorters work better when they 
don’t have to read punctuation. 


¢ Use standard abbreviations, such as 
ST for street and DR for drive. Always 
provide apartment and suite numbers, 
adjacent to or above the street address 
line - never below. 

* Always use correct Z] P Codes or the 
correct ZIP+4, if known. 

* When using an attention line, place 
it on top of the address block. 

* Leave a }/8-inch area in the lower 
right-hand corner of the envelope blank, 
because that’s where the optical scan- 
ner sprays the bar code. 

¢ Always include a return address on 
all letters and packages. 

Automation helps the Postal Service 
handle growing volumes of mail quickly 
and accurately and helps keep postal 
costs down, Mailers can do their part by 
addressing letters properly, so these 
machines can speed mail on its way.

After-hours 
calling made easy 
at Burns Clinic 


Anafter-hours triage service is beginning this month 
insome Burns Clinic departments. Clinic patients can 
use the new telephone number to talk directly to a 
registered nurse whenever the clinic is closed. 

When a Burns Clinic patient calls the number, 616- 
348-4075, he or she will be directly linked to a 
registered nurse who will be able to assess the pauent’s 
medical needs and provide direction. Based on their 
symptoms, patients will be directed to the most appro- 
priate level of care. They may be encouraged to go to 
the nearest emergency medicine department, or to 
seek medical care the next day. In many instances the 
patient is given instructions to try remedy at home. 

According to Nancy Hendricks, manager of Burns 
Clinic’s Internal Medicine Department, the telephone 
triage program is an avenue to improve continuity of 
care to clinic patients, 

The departments involved include General Internal 
Medicine beginning November 9; Obstetrics & Gy- 
necology on November | 6; and Pediatrics on Novem 
ber 23. The Urgent Care department will be involved 
in December. 

Bums Clinic patients should continue to use the 
department telephone numbers when the offices are 
open.

“‘Ifsomething can go wrong, it will 


go wrong.” 

That statement and its variations, 
known as Murphy's Law, have touched 
our national paranoia and found instant 
favor. 

Now Murphy is famous and the pho- 
tocopier companies are rich. Since fate 
displays its perverse and fickle nature 
so often in the hunting field. we have 
some Murphy-style philosophy for the 
busted-luck deer hunter. 

«The best buck sign will be just out of 
sight of your permanent deer stand. If 
you use a portable stand, the best sign 
will be where you were last week. 

¢ The best buck of the season will 
come from an area you scouted and 
rejected. 

¢ When meeting a friend to hunt this 
area, the map he has drawn will omit at 
least one major cross road and a critical

turn. 

* The chances of your hitting a 2-inch 
sapling at 100 yards ts directly propor- 
tional to the size of the buck standing 
behind it. 

* You willnot have to'go” unless you 
have forgotten the toilet tissue. 

«Ifyou have spentall season figuring 
out a trophy buck’s pattern and have 
chosen the ideal stand, he will be killed 
on doe day by a first-time hunter with a 
borrowed rifle from the stand you used 
at the beginning of the season. 

* The squirrel that has played peace- 
fully around your stand all morning 
will panic and loudly scold you as deer 
approach. 

* When you've killed a decent buck 
and have a pretty good story to go with 
it, there will be a bigger deer and bigger 
lie waiting back at camp. 


Highway deer check 
stations open Nov. 16-20 


Three Department of Natural Re- 
sources highway deer check stations 
will be open Nov. 16-20 for hunters to 
have their deer examined by DNR staff, 
who will gather data for use in the 
management of Michigan’s deer herd. 
Hunters who bring in their deer will be 
awarded a successful deer hunter patch 


which commemorates 1994 as 
Michigan’s 100th licensed deer hunt- 
ing season, 


All three of these stations will be 
open 10 a.m. - 6 p.m., Nov. 16-20: 

¢]-75 at the Birch Run weigh station, 
2.5 miles north of Birch Run. 

* US-27 at the rest area south of 
Shepherd. 

* US-131 at the rest area south of Big 
Rapids. 

Hunters who stop at the check sta- 
lions are encouraged to have their deer 
in an accessible location on the vehicle 


so DNR staff can easily examine teeth 
and measure antler diameters. DNR 
staff will record the location where the 
deer was taken, the deer’s age, sex, total 
antler points, and antler beam diameter, 
These data are important to help evalu- 
ate the condition of the deer herd for 
future management. 


In addition to the highway check sta- 
tions, other locations where deer may 
be examined include all DNR regional 
and district offices and some field of- 
fices, Because many field offices have 
restricted hours, telephone first to con- 
firm the hours and location. 


To locate the nearest DNR check 
station (which include some state game 
areas, parks, and recreation areas), con- 
tact your DNR district office listed on 
page 26 in the 1994-95 Michigan Hunt- 
ing and Trapping Guide. 


Keys to cold-weather starts 


Learning the right way to start a car and how protect 
a vehicle against winter freeze-ups can help ensure a 
quick start on cold mornings. 

Most cars more than 10 years old have a carburetor, 
while many newer cars are equipped with electronic 
fuel injection. 

Determining which type of system a car has is 
crucial to successful starts. The information can be 
found in the vehicle owner’s manual. 

“In general, carbureted cars respond best to a single 
press on the accelerator pedal,” said AAA Michigan 
Automotive Services Director Gerald Gutowski. "This 
sets the choke allowing gasoline to vaporize in the 
carburetor.” 

“On fuel injected cars, it typically is unnecessary to 
press the accelerator since an electronic fuel pump 
will automatically dispense aspirated gasoline, ” he 
said. 

AAA Michigan recommends that motorists take 
the following steps to get their cars and their commut-

* For engines with carburetors, press the gas pedal 
to the floor, release it and turn the ignition. Don’t 
grind the starter for more than 15 seconds. Wait 30 
seconds before another attempt. If you smell gas, the 
engine is probably flooded. Turn off the ignition, wait 
one minute, depress the gas pedal to the floor and try 
the key again. 

* Once the engine is running, warm it up for a few 
minutes, butnottoo long. Idling an engine wastes gas. 
When warming your engine, turn on your heater and 
defroster to prevent sudden fogging. 

¢ Difficult starting conditions may warrant the use 
of a block heater, electronically heated dipstick or a 
“trouble light” under the hood.

Another child safety seat recall 


The National Highway 
Traffic Safety Adminis- 
tration (NHTSA) has an- 
nounced yet another child 
safety seat recall. The 
Cosco Inc., of Columbus, 
Ind., has recalled 1,397 
child safety seats because 
of a defective buckle 
latch.
